Thrnughout the Noilhwrsi 
visitors are much Htiiirk wiih the e\ 1 
denou on all lutiids of ti bountiful harvest, 
and in British C<ilunibiu we continue to 
chronicle cheering correspondenrt! from 
all sections of the province. The Ny/.-,' 
fdfec Hpi^aking of I he prospi-rts in (Ireni 
BritJiin says that the halM-st ivhieli is 

about to be gathereil 111 will b r of in, 

usually striking colli fasts, tin .lue sulr 
will bo seen sjjiendid abundance, and on 
the other inisei-iible scarcity ; sheaves 
thick on the gi'oiiiul, with straw of fair 
length and ears of gdodly si/e, in one ilis 
trict or liidil, am! half llie iniuibi r of 
dwarfed bundles in the iie\t. I''nrty, lifl\, 
or even si \ty bushels of corn t o the a. i.'

There are 
seasons when higii farming leads to I'.ail

wheat yujir, because, in the lirst iiiHt.ance, 
whe.at stands drouth hotter than any other 
crop, and in the second place, beciuise 
wheat is grown more extensively upon 
heavy and mixed soils. Barley, as wo 
intimated, will be n good second to wheat, 
oats a bad third, antl tho pulse crop com- 
paratively "no>vhero." Barley will not he 
as prolific, relatively, as wheat, partly ho- 
caiise, being a spring crop, it does not 
stinid a dry season as well as the more 
deeply rooted auliinin sown cereal, imd 
pai'tly because it is grown more extensive- 
ly than whejit is on high hind. Oats never 
do well in a season of drought, and hoans, 
libove till cultivated crops, need au abuud- 
anco of moisture. Peas ofteii produce' a 
great show of |iods on short Imulin in a 
di y suiiiiner, if they get oven a sprinkling 
of ruin at intorvids; but a mouth of un- 
broken drouth is too much for thoni, and 
tho crop on thousands of acres has died oil' 
prematurely. As for the hay crop — now 
nearly aU secured, exce|>t in Wales ami 
Ireland — wo scarcely noe»l say that it is a 
light Olio, ill spite of good clover, as far 
as tho lirst cut is concerned, while at 
present thero is not a veiy good jirespect 
foi' a second out where that is t^ikeii. Of 
tho root crops it is yet too early to speak 
with certainty; but they may do well af- 
ter tho showers, if the remainder of tlu! 
season is H(»t too dry. Potatoes present 
an extraordinarily luxuriant appearance 
in I'lnghind and Ireland alike, and rejiorts 
from .Scotland, where we have not soon 
till' crops, are generally favorable. Ill 
some places the tubersai e said to be small; 
but tho recent showers have supplied 
moisture enough to remedy that fault,imd 
in .my case sound and healthy potatoes 
are preferable to lai'ge ones jiarlly dis- 
eased. The hay crop, after being nearly 
spoilt in some districts by aphis, now pro- 
mises to yield fairly on lateral shoots 
which were developed freely during the 
receiil hot weather. The weather has been 
one of an extraordinary character. Wheat 
was well sown and ato<id the tost of a 
long, cold winter with apparent ini- 
iiiiniit_\-, ils backwardness at the 
cimnneuconient of what should have been 
spring not being necessarily ;i disadvant- 
lago. The time for sowing sjjring corn, 
too, was very favourable, and as the soil 
had been remlered friable to a good dejith 
by frost, the seed-beds were never better. 
I 'lifcu't niijittdy, a long, cold period, with 
only a few warm days Uji to the end of 
May, followed spring sowing, and iit the 
beginning of June all crops were hack- 
ward almost beyond precedent. .Still, 
corn was lie.althy, because the season had 
lieen firy as well as la .Id, and wlii'ii rain 
fidl gciieially t h r. uighnit the country on 
the first tliree or four days of ,lune, and 
warm Ueatliei- followed, iirospocts wero 
decidedly hopeful. Tho glorious sun- 
shine caused all vegetjition to advance 
with unusual rapidity, and if it had only 
been interrupted by a shower now and 
then, .all wiiuld have been widl. Hut a 
month of unbroken drought fioiii ,lune 
-llh w.is too much for idl crops but 
w heat, barley and potatoes on heavy and 
w ell-fanned mixed soils, and the results 
are as we have already described them. 
On, Inly 4th the drought was broken in 
I ln' nort hern and iiort lie.aslern cuuiities, 
and since then tliel'.' has been more or 
less rain 111 all, or near;y all, parts of the 
I iiited Kingdom. It came too late, Imv. - 
ever, to save tho cj-o|is on burning soils 
from irreparable injury, oxcoj)! in the 
latest districts, where there is now the 
best chance <.f full fruition. It is poor 
comfort to know th.at we have iiarrowdy 
escaped one of the best all-round luirvests 
.>f the century, wdiich wmild have been 
insured if the rain which fell in the tirst 
fortnight of .Inly had come in the iiiiildle 
of , I line, with tine we;ithei' to follow. 
Turning to foreign countries, we le.'irii 
th.it harvest |)rospects in western and 
southwestern I'hirope genei;.illy are simi- 
lar to our own, the weather having been 
very much the same throughout the sea- 
son. Wheat will very generally yield 
well, iind barley fairly, while tho rye 
crop ,-1 very important one .as a siibsti 
lute for wheat in many Kuiopean coiin- 
Irie IS delicieiit, and oats are Hot good, 
.as a rule. Reports from Kii.ssia vary a 
great ileal, but taken together, leail to 
t he e.xpoctation of a more of less doticient 
harvest.

Senator .Tohn Sherman, of Ohio, Coii- 
gresBiiieii <!rosv(!iior and Thoiii]jsoii, and 
(ieiieral .1. L. Roliiiison, seciet.ar}' of 
slate, returned to N'ictoria yesterday af 
teriionii from Seattle liy tile North I'a- 
cilic. The distinguished geiitleinon were 
met at the wharf by U. S. Consul .Slev- 
eiia. Mayor Fell and several .•\iiiericaii 
reaidents, and were driven in carriages to 
the Driard. To a (.'oi.oNisr reporter last 
evening .Seiiaiiir Slu i-man expressed him 
self as well ple.ised with the progress 
everywhere noticeable in Puget Sound 
cities. He regretted that he could not 
remain longer in \'ictoria, a grand old 
city, deslined to become one of the most 
important naval statioiis of the British 
possessions. 

In roforeiice to the Bullring's 
sea seizures, ho refused to commit 
himself, stating that it was a matter for 
international settlement, and, as he waa 
on the committee of marine and fisheries, 
he would refrain from expressing any 
premature opiiii< ui. 

Ilia attention being called to the Alaska

Qumlet is the brother of the 
Indian Tati^una, who was hung in the 
Nahaimo fail in 188(5 for the murder of 
his uncle at Salmon river. It is stated 
that Qumlet made a complete confession 
to Mr. .loseph Rodello, of Rivers Inlet, of 
having murdered Dringand Millerat Cow-, 
ichaii. He intended to murder some of 
those connected with tho hanging of his 
brother, Tataguna, but not having a fa- 
vorable opportunity, ho took his revenge 
on Miller and Dring. After making tho 
confession to Rodello, he tlioii tried to 
buy Rodello to silence by oU'ering him a 
iSlOO canoe.

It ia aaid that at Alert bay Snperin- 
teudont Roycraft had found the remains 
of the achooner Sen Bird, at a crock in 
Bleiikinsop bay, just above Seymour 
Narrows.

The schooner had been run up the creek 
and a tire had been started uiiiler her so 
as to destroy all traces of the crime. The 
police found a one-arm aliirt (Captain
